Dr. Ulysses P. Hedrick 


e Dr. Ulysses P. Hedrick, internation- 
ally known horticulturist died on No- 
vember 15 at the age of 81. 

Dr. Hedrick was widely known as 
a plant scientist, educator, author and 
agricultural historian. He served with 
the New York State Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station in Geneva from 1905 
to 1937, the last nine years as di- 
rector. Since his retirement in 1937 
he had been director-emeritus of the 
station. 

His series of books on varieties of 
fruits, published from 1908 to 1925, 
is considered one of the substantial 
contributions to American _horticul- 
ture. The volumes are used as stand- 
ard references throughout the world. 
Among his recent books are “A His- 
tory of Horticulture in America to 
1860” and “Land of the Crooked 
Tree,” an autobiography of his youth. 
He was working on a sequal to this 
book at the time of his death. 

A member of numerous professional 
and honorary organizations, Dr. Hed- 
rick was the first president of the New 
York State Horticultural Society and 
past president of the American So- 
ciety for Horticultural Science and of 
the New York State Agricultural So- 
ciety. 

While serving with the New York 
State Experiment Station, he was the 
recipient of several medals from na- 
tional and world organizations for his 
scientific achievements.

Fragrant Viburnum 


During mild weather in March and April the blossoms 
of the fragrant viburnum are a delight in any garden. 


shrubs with winter bloom, none is 

more pleasing than Viburnum 
fragrans. During mild weather the 
flower buds expand into 2-inch clusters 
of the delightfully fragrant pink flow- 
ers. This may be as early as January, 
but more often it is in March and April. 
The blooms are amazingly hardy and 
long-enduring, and a plant with a fair 
quantity of buds will usually be display- 
ing the last flowers in May, often turned 
white, as the leaves are unfolding. 

With such outstanding qualities, this 
shrub should be well known in American 
gardens, but strange to say, 40 years 
after its introduction it is still a col- 
lector’s item and only appreciated in 
comparatively few gardens. This is all 
the more difficult to understand, since 
the plant is easily increased by layers. 
In fact, established specimens produce 
suckers in abundance. One would ex- 
pect it to respond very well to the new 
air-layering technique with polythene 
film. 


Though fragrant viburnum has long 


Aisin the choice company of hardy 


| been popular in China as a garden and 


forcing subject, the native home of this 


| shrub was for years a matter for con- 


jecture. Reginald Farrer wrote in his 
typical exuberant style of finding it 
growing wild in the rugged hills of 
southern Kansu, south of the small vil- 
lage of Siho, on April 16, 1914. Dur- 
ing the following summer, Farrer ob- 


| tained an abundant supply of seeds, 


though not quite so many as had been 
anticipated. This reduction arose from 


1¢ 


one of the countless amusing incidents m 
his travels which Farrer described so 
aptly. At this time, Farrer and William 
Purdom were exploring and collecting 
in the small principality of Jo-ni, or 
Choni, as the maps have it today. 

The Prince of Jo-ni was at first most 
affable, and promised to contribute the 
fine crop of fruits from the viburnums 
in his garden. Later, however, the po- 
tentate became annoyed with his visitors 
and peevishly ate all the berries! Still 
later, Farrer wrote of seeing plants grow- 
ing in cottage gardens in “so high and 
cold a situation of that cold bleak region 
that even corn will not ripen there, ex- 
cept, perhaps, in one season out of 
three.” This account should dispel 
doubts of the shrub’s hardiness. 

In cultivation, Viburnum §fragrans 
makes vigorous upright growth as a 
young shrub, but after attaining a 
height of 5 feet or so, becomes more 
dense and bushy. Older specimens usu- 
ally have a vase-shaped cluster of strong 
arching branches in the middle, often 
pulled to one side by the weight of the 
twiggy tops, and a supporting or even 
thicket-like mass of suckers around the 
base. A height of 8 or 10 feet may be 
reached, but in situations requiring it, 
lower stature can be maintained by the 
discriminating pruning so easily done on 
plants with winter flowers. 

In its stocky branchlets and promi- 
nently veined, deciduous leaves, fragrant 
viburnum follows the pattern of many 
others in this genus. The leaves are

Fruits are Few 

Fruits seem sparsely produced excep 
in warm situations, but when matured 
their brilliant red display is reported t 
be very fine in summer. Judging from 
Farrer’s own description and the pe: 
formance of the Prince of Jo-ni, the 
must be moderately palatable. 

This shrub thrives in any well-drained 
and sunny situation, but more vigorously 
in a soil of good fertility and generous 
humus content. Well-rooted plants can 
be put out at any season, but spring is 
as good a time as any for the best start. 
Top growth is moderate until the roots 
are thoroughly established, but once a 
specimen is 4 feet high it should produce 
more and more of the large clustered 
flower buds each year. 


English and Scotch gardeners have 
found rather marked differences in the 


original plants raised from seeds. In 
California, W. B. Clarke and Co., 


wholesale growers of ornamental plants, 
raised a quantity of Viburnum fragrans 
from seeds imported about 12 years ago 
from William Watson and Sons of Eng- 
land. Among the seedlings, one showed a 
marked dwarf and compact habit. This 
dwarf variation, forma nanum*, promises 
to be especially good for planting in 
small gardens. It should appeal par- 
ticularly to rock garden enthusiasts. 

As in the case of all winter-flowering 
shrubs, Viburnum should be 
used where it will be seen when it is in 
bloom. A situation beside windows with 
a southerly exposure is ideal, and also 
in borders near the drive or front walk. 
Although the opened flowers stand con- 
siderable freezing without damage. they 
last longer in protected exposures out of 
the way of winds. 

In a carefully selected situation even 
a single plant can be enjoyed during the 
mild weather of winter, and this shrub 
will soon become one of the garden’s 
favorite personalities. Neither can it be 
recommended too strongly to nurserymen 
and landscape gardeners who like to 
have unusual plants in their display 
areas to interest discriminating visitors.

The insect infects plants throughout 


its 3- to 8-month life. 


Plants show no symptoms during the incubation period of 


the virus; insects can’t pick up virus from plants until near the end of this period. 
As the virus multiplies, infected plants develop many tumors on roots and stems, 


VIRUS which causes plant tumors 
resembling human cancer has been 
found to live and reproduce in both 

a plant and an animal. Known as the 
wound-tumor virus, it can be transferred 
from one host to the other but brings 
about disease in the plant only. 

Dr. Lindsay Black and his associates 
at the Brooklyn Botanic Garden found 
that this virus can cause a serious disease 
of certain sweet clover plants by turning 
their root systems into masses of tumors.

Some sweet clover plants however, are 
relatively resistant to the disease and 
only small harmless tumors form on their 
roots. This difference in plant suscepti- 
bility is inherited, but the researchers 
found no clover completely immune. 
The diagram above shows how leaf- 
hoppers become infected by sucking dis- 
eased plant juices and transfer the virus 
to healthy sweet clover. There is no 
evidence that the disease can be carried 
on to livestock feeding on infected clover.

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Shading a Greenhouse 
HEN the sun climbs higher in the 


sky, bringing more intense heat, the 
greenhouse-owner must think about 
shade for his glass. I have tried various 
methods. 

First, I used bamboo shades, fastening 
them on at the ridge of my greenhouse 
and tying them down at the sill to keep 
them from blowing about. I found, how- 
ever, that they gave too dense a shade 
and that on cloudy days rolling them up 
was a bother. 

Next, I tried the whiting, cement and 
glue coating used by commercial grow- 
ers. The difficulty with this was that if 
I applied a heavy enough coat that the 
first dashing downpour did not wash 
off, it left a residue which had to be 
scrubbed off in the fall, at a consider- 
able expense for labor. The ready- 
mixed shade worked out about the same. 

Finally, I learned another method, on 
which I am completely sold. A pound 
of white lead is thoroughly dissolved in 
5 quarts of gasoline. As this gives a 
very thin mixture, it can be sprayed on 
with any type of sprayer in a few 
minutes. For larger greenhouses, of 
course, the amount would be proportion-

whe 


ately greater. It is best to go over the 
whole space lightly, repeating if neces- 
sary, to avoid a run-off and consequent 
waste of material. This mixture seems to 
give almost the right degree of shade 
for most of the summer months. It 
also chalks off gradually, so that by fall 
the remainder can be brushed off easily. 

I find it wise to supplement the out- 
side coating with inside shade, provided 
by cloth curtains. These can be drawn 
on the most scorching days for the pro- 
tection of plants like begonias and 
African violets. I run two lightweight 
wires at the top and bottom of the space 
to be shaded and on them string curtains 
made of strips of old sheets or table- 
cloths. Small brass rings are sewn at 
intervals to the edge of the curtains with 
short pieces of twill tape. These curtains 
can be used both at the top and sides of 
a greenhouse and can be pushed back 
and forth on the wires by hand or, if 
they are too high, with a stick.—Bess

OR the 12th consecutive year the 
judges of the American Iris Society 
have selected the 100 best tall bearded 
iris. This year, 262 judges, all top ex- 
perts on iris, participated in the voting. 
In compiling this list, the judges vote 
only on those iris, principally the newer 
varieties, which they have seen growing 
in well-established clumps and which 
have already received an Honorable Men- 
tion award or better. Since the judges 
live in various parts of the country, they 
are in a position to see iris perform under 
different soil and climatic conditions. 
The 1951 Symposium was compiled on 
the basis of total points. The judges 
were asked to designate their choices 
as A, B, C, D and E, which were rated 
10, 9, 8, 7, and 6, respectively. Any iris 


with which a judge was not familiar was 
crossed out. All iris seen but not marked 
were given an average rating of 5 points. 
The variety receiving the most points 
was then rated number one, and so on 
through 100. The “balanced rating,” 
which has been in use for the past two 
years has been abandoned. It was felt 
that total points would be more easily 
understood and fully as fair as the rather 
complicated mathematical computation 
which was used in the past. 

First among the 1951 varieties was 
Blue Rhythm. Cornflower blue in color, 
this variety has received about every 
award possible. In addition to the Dykes 
medal, it has received an award of merit 
from the English Iris Society, and last 
year was awarded the President’s Cup of

Plants an Birds 





The bright fruit of the Washington hawthorn 


provides tasty late winter meals for birds 





National Audubon Society 
Evening grosbeaks are often attracted 
by the mellowed fruit of hawthorns. 


ENERALLY speaking, the fruit of 
the Washington hawthorn, Cratae- 
gus phaenopyrum, is not eaten by 
birds in the fall or early winter. And 
therein lies its great value. By January 
or February, mellowed and softened by 
the rigor of cold weather, it becomes a 
boon to such fruit eaters as crossbills, 
pine and evening grosbeaks, cardinals, 
purple finches, robins, bluebirds, hermit 
thrushes, waxwings, fox sparrows, grouse, 
quail, pheasants and blackbirds. 
The evening grosbeak breeds in north- 
western North America and in the Rocky 
Mountain area of Canada and the United 


| States. It winters over:the greater part 


of this area and also in the interior of 
the continent, east to Quebec and New 


England. and south to Virginia and 
Missouri. 


In full plumage this is a bird of aris- 
tocratic appearance, Its very name sug- 
gests the faraway land of the dipping 
sun and the tuneful romance which 
the wild bird throws around the fading 
light of day. The great, stout, pale 
yellowish green beak and the striking 
color contrasts of black, white, gold and 
yellow distinguish the adult male at 
once from any other winter bird. 

Seen for the first time amid the snows 
of winter and against a background of 


conifers, these strange and _ beautiful 
waifs of the northland seem somehow 


out of place, as would some rare and 
singularly exotic plant blossoming in 
a Labrador winter. Grosbeaks usually 
come without warning very late in au- 
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tumn and as suddenly disappear in 
spring. They are swift of flight and 


when on the wing, thread their way easily 
through the branches of the forest. 

Where people feed grosbeaks and 
treat them well, they return winter after 
winter and often spend the greater part 
of each day at the feeding place. Gros- 
beaks are fond of bathing even in winter 
and visit unfrozen parts of swift streams 
at this season to bathe and drink. Like 
several other birds, they enjoy the sap 
of maple trees wherever they find it. 
At times some of them become so tame 
under good treatment that they will al- 
most eat from the hand. The evening 
grosbeak is a welcome visitor at the 
feeding tray and to the persistent fruit 
of the Washington hawthorn. With its 
huge powerful bill, the grosbeak can 
crack the hard pits of cherries and crush 
sunflower seeds as easily as birds with 
smaller beaks mangle the softer millets. 

The Washington hawthorn is a friend 
to other birds, as well as to the grosbeak, 
providing valuable nesting and 
abundant winter food. Its display of 
fruits and _ picturesque bare winter 
branches distinguish it when most de- 
ciduous trees offer little interest. Its 
early spring flowers, attractive summer 
foliage and autumn color merit its use 
as a lawn tree or where light shade is 
needed. 

Though a native of the southern states, 
the Washington hawthorn: is hardy 
enough to be grown in Nova Scotia, 
southeastern Ontario and most of. the 
United States, with the exception of 
northern New England and the colder 
Rocky Mountain and central states. It 
grows well in exposed positions and as a 
rule does not like much shade. This 
thorn is not particular as to soil but 
grows best in limestone soil, also a rich, 
loamy, somewhat moist one and even 
in strong clay. If the soil is sandy. it 
should be liberally enriched with well 
rotted manure, compost or leafmold_ be- 
fore planting. In such soil the hawthorn 
should be kept well mulched. 

Transplanting should be done in early 
spring. It is relatively easy to move small 
plants with bare roots but the larger 
hawthorns should always be balled and 
burlapped.

LADIOLUS are paradoxical when it comes to arrangements— 

amateur flower arrangers shun them as difficult material yet 

florists like to use them for their stiff stems and spikes of florets 
all facing in the same direction. 

Since gladiolus in a wide color range are available at flower shops 
throughout the year, and may be so easily grown by any gardener, we 
should learn to use them attractively in home decoration. They are 
ideally suited for use in the Japanese moribana arrangement which 
is one of the most effective forms of flower arrangement and very 
simple to do. 

The Japanese arrangement always contains a triangle formed by 
three points representing Heaven, Man and Earth. This is the trinity 
which composes life itself. The highest point is Heaven with Man 
about one-third less in height. The flowers representing these two 
points are always placed to face each other. Earth is half the height 
of Man, or one-third the height of Heaven. The flowers which repre- 
sent Earth are placed to face Heaven and Man. Of course, these 
subjects are not always portrayed by flowers—they may be formed by 
branches of trees, shrubs or other living or dried plant material. 

The moribana arrangement. the most informal of all Japanese type 
arrangements, calls for a low container and a pin-frog holder. The 
tallest material should be from one and one-half to three times the 





length of the container plus its height. These are the absolute limits Arrangement by Mrs, Berake Obean, author phetes

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of height—the exact decision depends on 
the location and background of the 
arrangement. 

When using gladiolus in a moribana 
arrangement, the tallest spike will repre- 
sent Heaven. If the spike has a crook or 
bend in it, the tip of the spike should be 
placed exactly above the point where the 
stem is anchored in the holder. The ar- 
rangement may be placed at either side 
of the container but Heaven should face 
the front corner nearest to it. 

The gladiolus which represents Man is 
then placed at an angle projecting from 
the holder over the same front corner 
which Heaven faces. Earth is placed very 
low facing the other two points. These 
three points form a triangle, not only as 
seen from the front but also when viewed 
from above. 

Additional gladiolus spikes may be 
used to fill in the arrangement. In the 
arrangement shown on page 26 the two 
extra spikes represent “Front of Heaven” 
and “Back of Heaven.” Gladiolus foli- 
age is used with each spike to simulate 
nature. To anchor Earth securely in this 
arrangement, a second pin-holder was 
used, divided from the larger holder with 
a rock. The pin-holders were hidden with 
some moss taken from the rock garden. 

There is nothing stiff about this ar- 
rangement—the lines are flowing and 
graceful, yet the stiff nature of the 
gladiolus stalk ensures the stability of 
the arrangement. This arrangement was 
made by Mrs. Haruko Obata of Berkeley. 
California, instructor in the art of Japa- 
nese flower arranging. Well known on 
the West Coast for her lectures and 
courses in flower arranging, Mrs. Obata 
has published an excellent illustrated 
booklet on the subject, “An illustrated 
Handbook of Japanese Flower Arrange- 
ment.”

NCE, when houses were built with 
() uninteresting and often conspicu 

ously ugly foundations, there was a 
type of planting called 
planting.” Present day 
architecture has little resemblance to 
that prevalent 25 years ago. Most 
houses now sit close to the earth and 
have contours so fitting their surround- 
ings that there is no need to cling to the 
worn-out habit of cluttering the base of 
a house with bushes. 

Landscaping a home these days needs 
more imagination and originality than 
it used to. And more restraint! The 
main thing is to have a good reason for 
putting in each tree or shrub. Is it 
going to improve the view from inside 
the house? Is it properly related to the 
building? Will it, when grown, break or 
help the harmony? Will it give shade or 
color where and when these are needed? 
Above all, do not overplant.

Southern California 


Wireworms are a great trial to many 
a Southland gardener and especially the 
grower of violas. The wireworm, in case 
you don’t know one when you meet it, 
is about three-fourths of an inch long 
with a rather hard and quite shiny ex- 
terior of rich yellow. It is the larva of 
the click beetle—a stage of its life cycle 
which it seems in no hurry to reach, for 
it spends more than a year as a wireworm. 

There are several effective controls 
now on the market. One of these is ethy- 
lene dibromide, a volatile chemical which 
is sold under several names, one being 
Bromo-fume. D.D. is also useful, es- 
pecially in nematode-infested soil, for it 
knocks out both wireworms and nema- 
todes. The most recent remedy for these 
destructive pests is Carco X and this is 
a safer medium to work with. 

Last year, and probably every year, 
some of the balled shrubs died because 
the burlap was not removed. If the cov- 
ering is left on so the rootball is not 
broken, be sure to open the burlap 
around the top and keep the shrub moist. 
In dry sections, the burlap does not rot 
and even a drought-enduring shrub will 
succumb when its roots cannot penetrate 
this barrier. 


California Fog Belt 


Ochna multiflora, which has no other 


name as far as I can find out, is now 
available in many nurseries. I have 
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found it a slow grower with seedlings 
appearing around the parent bushes. 
The yellow flower, somewhat resembling 
that of hibbertia, though smaller, is 
pretty enough, but it is the seed vessels 
which attract attention. From the red 
fleshy sepals spread into plate shape, 
protrude five bright green seeds, look- 
ing like soft oblong beads set on end. 

In some years they arrive at the green 
stage at Christmas and come in handy 
for holiday decoration. Later, the seeds 
turn jet black and finally drop off, leav- 
ing the plate of sepals to turn deep red 
and dry up. The leathery foliage is 
bright, shiny green. With me, this little 
evergreen bush never reaches more than 
21% feet, and it is almost as wide. In 
other parts of California, however, I 
have seen it over 4 feet tall and much 
narrower. 


Sacramento and 
San Joaquin Valleys 


Never was the food garden more im- 
portant than it is these days. February 
is the last chance for putting in decidu- 
ous trees so make your choice and plant 
your material as soon as it comes. Big 
Valley nurseries carry comprehensive 
stocks of fruits in varieties suited to local 
climates and it is well to buy your trees 
near home. 

See that you get clean peach trees. A 
little over a year ago, a quarantine was 
issued to prevent the spread of a virus 
disease called peach yellow leaf roll, 
discovered in Yuba county the previous 
May. Leaf roll causes the foliage to 
yellow and it soon kills the tree. In- 
fected trees should be destroyed as soon 
as this virus appears. 


Pacific Northwest 


There are no finer rock plants for the 
Northwest than the heaths and heathers 
(ericas and callunas). From the large 
assortment carried by northwestern 
nurseries, you can have bloom the year 
around. Erica carnea, which blooms in 
winter, is prostrate and bears rosy 
purple bells with protruding anthers at 
the end of every branch. This and EF. 
mediterranea, which grows a foot tall 
and with looser flowers of lilac lavender, 
are two winter standbys. Each of these 
two has its varieties—E. carnea has a 
whole flock of them, among which are 
January-flowering Springwood White and 
its companion plant Springwood Pink, 
both most desirable. Erica vagans hy- 
brids give summer and fall bloom. The 
‘lowers of these rosy heaths completely 
encircle the brittle 15-inch stems except 
for the tips which are making new 
rrowth. 

The callunas bloom from June 
‘through September. They range from 6 
to 18 inches, have scalelike leaves and 
lense spires of flowers.»

February in 


Southern Gardens 


By JULIA LESTER DILLON 


the watchwords this month. If the 

winter in your area has had tem- 
peratures below 50°, spraying probably 
has not yet been possible. So do that 
first. Dead wood appears on almost 
every tree and shrub and must be re- 
moved by careful pruning, not shear- 
ing off the top in a straight line—a prac- 
tice abhorred by all good gardeners. 
Instead. preserve the symmetry and 
beauty of each plant. Do not prune 
spring- and summer-flowering shrubs un- 
til they have flowered, except to remove 
dead wood. Keep your pruning shears 
and saws sharp. 


TIP SHEAR conifers of all kinds this 
month. Shorten the tips of yews, cy- 
press, spreading chamaecyparis and the 
other wide- and low-growing kinds. Tall 
trees will have some dead wood to be re- 
moved, as will the deciduous and flower- 
ing trees. Never chop branches off 
ruthlessly; keep the growth in line and 
if the cut is more than an inch in diam- 
eter, paint the stub with a sealing paint 
available at most nurseries and plant 
shops. 


ROSES of all kinds may be planted 
until March 15. If your order arrives 
during a freezing spell, open the pack- 
ages and, keeping the varieties care- 
fully assembled, heel the plants in a 
trench deep enough to cover the roots 
and a few inches of the stems. Place 
them at an angle in the trench, rather 
than upright and cover the tops with a 
layer of clean oak leaves. See that the 
plants do not dry out. They should be 
left in the trench until the weather is 
warm enough for permanent planting. 

All-America Selections roses are roses 
to take pride in and enjoy. Unbelievably 
beautiful are the soft gold of Peace and 
Golden Scepter and the deeper yellow of 
Sutter’s Gold. Diamond Jubilee is an- 
other fine yellow. Helen Traubel, a 1952 
selection, is a lovely soft rose pink with 
outstanding fragrance and _ constant 
large blooms. Other good pinks are 
Mme. Henri Bonnet, Katherine T. Mar- 
shall and Sonora. Prima Donna is sal- 
mon pink, Signora, mandarin salmon, 
and Crimson Glory, a vivid crimson. 
These are but a few roses from the long 
list of All-America selections. 

Floribunda and polyantha roses aré 
also valuable. They make low lines of 
color in spring, summer and fall.  Pi- 
nocchio, Fashion, Betty Prior and Else 


Ci wath pruning and planting are 
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Poulsen are two of the best. They 
should be used more freely to accent and 
frame garden pictures of the taller and 
larger-flowering varieties and are fine 
for edging walks. 


OLD-FASHIONED roses, so loved and 
cherished, are still worthy of use. Not 
so spectacular as the new roses, perhaps, 
they are much more fragrant and, when 
established, will produce more blossoms. 
Maman Cochet, Old Blush, Louis 
Philippe and others flower continually. 
Malmaison is still a great favorite, as is 
Mme. Lombard. 


CAREFUL planting is necessary for all 
roses. Good soil, perfect drainage and a 
constant water supply are all vital. Trim 
off broken roots and stems and spread the 
roots out naturally in the planting hole. 
It is safe to plant roses until mid-March. 
Pruning of established roses should be 
delayed another month. 


FLOWERING SHRUBS of many 
kinds are available now. Try some of 
the fine new cydonias with very large 
flowers and exquisite coloring. They 
never have to be pruned for they bloom 
en the old wood. And they, therefore, 
require plenty of room. Flowering 
quinces Charming, Coral Beauty, Knap- 
hill Scarlet and Stanford Red are bright 
and striking. Since they bloom along 
with the yellow daffodils, the softer 
colored and white quince are most pleas- 
ing. Nivalis is my favorite. 

Forsythias are always good. Spring 
Glory is a delicate primrose yellow, and 
this year we have a new one—Lynnwood 
Gold, which has been introduced from 
Ireland. Forsythias bloom in spring; 
for summer, try hypericum Hidcote 
Gold, which flowers liberally. 

My Clethra alnifolia or pepperbush, 
was brought from a nearby swamp, but 
blooms unfailingly through the long, hot 
summers. The one offered in the trade 
is a soft shade of pink with the same 
clean foliage and freedom of flowering 
of its native counterpart. These plants 
are all worthy of a trial. 


CAMELLIAS of many kinds, bulbs in 
the early varieties and a few shrubs, 
make the garden and house beautiful for 
us all this first month of spring. Enjoy 
it thoroughly. >

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Flowers, Gardens and Art 


LOWER arrangement, like everything 

else of its kind, is easier to love, to 

hate or to ignore than to assay in 
the light of pure reason. So most of us, 
naturally, do what’s easiest about it and 
revere it, damn it or pretend it doesn’t 
exist. It’s actually hard to think of 
anyone we know setting out to discover 
what’s really in it and how whatever it 
consists of works. 

Probably it’s that way because all 
but a meager few of us who take any 
notice of flowers and their arrangement 
ure practical people, not analytical theo- 
rists, and so would have little interest 
in, or use for, a systematic inquiry into 
the psychology, metaphysics and logic of 
flower arrangement anyway. 

Concerned as we are, then, only with 
the practical, simple facts of flower ar- 
rangement, perhaps we all (lovers, haters 
and ignorers of F. A. alike) might profit 
by considering what practical use can 
he made of the simple facts that (1) 
flower arrangement is an art, (2) flower 
arrangers are artists, (3) artists make 
flower arrangement and (4) flower ar- 
rangement makes artists. 

E.g., anyone interested more in the 
srowing than in the arranging of flowers 
might contemplate, first, the effect of 
general recognition that the arrange- 
ment of plants in a garden is an art no 
less than the arrangement of flowers in 
a container and, second, the possible ways 
and means of establishing such recog- 
nition. For if it’s recognized that gar- 
dening is an art and gardeners are artists 
it'll be sure to follow that artists make 
zardening and gardening makes artists. 


F all the photographs that reach this 

office, most that are of flower arrange- 
nents display artistry and most that are 
of gardens do not. Of the articles sub- 
nitted, almost all that are on flower 
irrangement concern the application of 
irt, but of those that concern the applica- 
tion of art in gardening there are almost 
none. Nothing, in fact, seems quite so 
onspicuous by its abundance in flower 
irrangement and by its scarcity in gar- 
lening as artistry.

Of course it’s easier, mentally and 
physically, to be artistic with the mate- 
rials of flower arrangement than with 
the materials of gardening and, further- 
more, it’s quite impossible to exhibit and 
judge gardens in the convenient way that 
arrangements are exhibited and judged. 
That simply means it’s harder for a 
gardener to be an artist in the first place 
and to show that he’s an artist in the 
second, It also means it’s harder for him 
to be recognized, and to recognize him- 
self, as an artist. Hence the fact that 
arrangers are both generally- and self- 
recognised artists and gardeners are not 
—and that thereby arrangers and ar- 
rangement gain and gardeners and gar- 
dening lose. 

To set things aright, from the stand- 
point of gardening as an art, a few chal- 
lenges have to be met. To overcome the 
difficulties of artistically arranging plants 
in the garden is a challenge to the gar- 
dener as artist. To establish the general 
recognition that artistic gardening is art 
is a challenge to the gardener as propa- 
gandist. And to facilitate and promote 
the exhibiting and judging of artistically 
designed gardens is a challenge to the 
gardener as showman. 

Possibly most headway could be made 
by meeting the last-mentioned challenge 
first. The development and adaptation of 
garden contests, tours, “open house”

ONE for another year are the pleasant

of painstaking judging at the shows and 
in the various trial gardens, the number 
of “favorite children” should remain at 
a minimum. In 195], it was unusually 
pleasing in this respect to see broad steps 
taken in many directions to tighten 
standards and make sure the “champion 
seedling” was all the victory implied. 

Also of interest during the past sum- 
mer was the heightened interest in the 
smaller varieties. Not only were the 
miniatures popularly acclaimed. but also 
those varieties classified for show  pur- 
poses with florets measuring 21% through 
43. inches. For a review of miniature 
varieties see page 42.

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My observations, by necessity, must be 
limited to those seedlings and newer 
varieties grown in my own “patch.” In 
1951, the list was much longer than in 
any previous year, yet the quality of the 
corms and resultant blooms under test 
were in no way affected. The handiwork 
of 47 hybridizers graced my gardens and. 
from this cross section of the best the 
United States and Canada has to offer. 
the following notes were taken. Show 
winnings in six states, including com- 
petition at the Eastern and Central In- 
ternational Gladiolus Shows, served to 
reinforce my personal opinions. Not- 
withstanding. I am only too well aware 
that somewhere there bloomed—unseen 
by me—a glad superior perhaps to those 
that I will mention. 


White and Cream Varieties 


The never ending search for the perfect 
white glad continues unabated. _ Still 
remaining my favorites are Florence 
Nightingale: Mother Fischer. a more re- 
cent ruffled; Angela Lynn; Sierra Snow. 
a new Canadian origination; and Cupid, 
a delightful smaller ruffled beauty. 

Wuite SympuHony, a large ruffled fluted 
snow white, will be heard from as a good 
commercial variety by its performance in 
the field. 

CRUSADER, a smaller ruffled white with 
a rosy-purple throat, to be introduced 
in 1952, was one of the most popular 
seedlings that I exhibited during the 
season. A consistently vigorous grower. 
it should prove itself quickly as an ar- 
rangement glad. 

Wuite Tower, a clear white with small 
bright red blotch which proved a strong

grower, and GtLtory, which is_ highly 
ruffled and appears to have both exhibi- 
tion and commercial possibilities, repre- 
sent two good additions to the white with 
blotch classes. 

For several years I have been watching 
a snow white seedling with particular in- 
ierest and. while I would not be so bold 
as to say that it will eventually prove an 
outstanding show variety. I do _ feel 
strongly that Waite Croup. from the 
home of many good varieties. will fill 
a needed place as a pure white ruffled 
glad for the home garden. 

In the creams. Leading Lady still 
dominates with Connie G.. Ivoree. and 
Lake Placid offering the most solid com- 
petition. CoLumeia,. introduced in 1951, 
by reason of its appealing creamy white 
florets edged in bright rose, will prob- 
ably take the place of the aging Corona. 

To an uncrowded class will come in 
1952. Divinity. a pure light cream with 
no markings. Heavily ruffled 4-inch florets 
are carried on medium length spikes. As 
a seedling, Divinity has won its share of 
awards. 


Yellow Varieties 


Against the background of such excel- 
lent names as the miniature Statuette. 
Large Golden Flute. Gene, On the Beam. 
Gold. Perdita. and Sundance, to mention 
only a few, a seedling that captured my 
attention from the start will be intro- 
duced in 1952 as Howarp V. Wricurt. 
Named for one whose contributions to the 
“olad world” were numerous. and whose 
untimely passing removed from the scene 
a hybridizer of note. Howard V. Wright

should well preserve that 
memory. A light yellow shading to a 
somewhat deeper throat, plain florets are 
carried on a 20-bud spike. In 1951, it was 
awarded American Home achievement 
both the Binghamton and 
Maryland shows. 

CATHERINE BEATH, a 1951 introduction, 
is an excellent exhibition and commercial 
deep yellow. Flower spikes are shapely 
and growth uniformly good. 

GoLpEN Boy, a light yellow seedling, 
caught my eye two years ago and its 
winnings prove it to be a top notch

The preview of Forsytuia afforded me 
this year has left an indelible impression;

From Picardy parentage, AUTUMN

accepted in its first year of competition 
as a good commercial prospect. A tall 
grower, spikes in my patch were most 
conspicuous, 


Buff Varieties 


While the older Patrol and the minia- 
ture Bo Peep were my most consistent 
winners this year, Peach Glow, Mazda, 
and Quiberon from Australia were always 
close behind. In touching upon this color 
group, I would be remiss if I did not cite 
FIGURINE, a miniature type from across 
the border. The color of florets is an 
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appealing molding of apricot and brown. 
and ruffling adds materially to the over- 
all appearance of the spike. 

Norpic QUEEN, a sister seedling of the 
popular Evangeline, is a new creamy 
buff with large cream throat. The ruffled, 
wide open florets are well placed and 
their heavy substance serve to indicate 
that it will take rough handling. 


Orange Varieties 


Aleta, Larime, Trocadero and Atlantic 
were the best performers among the 
older orange varieties in my patch in 
1951, but four new ones caught my eye. 

VALENTINE, which as a seedling in- 
trigued me by reason of its popularity 
with visitors to my garden, is a light 
orange with a deep orange heart-shaped 
blotch. A tall grower, seven open 514- 
inch florets are carried on long-headed 
spikes. At the shows it had a commend- 
able record. 

Country Crus, a large ruffled red- 
orange with small orange-purple feather 
and 514-inch florets, is a very attractive 
addition to the class. 

A Minnesota seedling that I grew in 
large quantity was GINGER, a ruffled true 
orange with scarlet blotch on a_ gold 
throat. While the flower spikes were not 
overly long, they were nicely proportioned 
with five open florets and three showing 
color. 

A ruffled beauty that was unusually 
popular its first year was the yellow- 
orange Sprite. Florets measuring 34% 
inches were very much alive with color

This year FLOWER GROWER 
adds miniatures and small 
glads to its annual review 


By G. L. PIERCE (Ill.) 


INIATURE and small type glads 
M keep forging ahead in public favor. 

For several decades, dozens of new 
varieties of larger glads have appeared 
on the market annually but far fewer 
varieties of the little ones have been in- 
troduced. 

Since the smaller glads have recently 
risen in popularity, there has been a 
great rush among hybridizers to produce 
new small fry to meet the soaring de- 
mand. Some of these new offerings prove 
to be oversize or otherwise lacking in 
sufficient virtues to merit recognition 
but many deserve garden space. The re- 
view which follows includes varieties in- 
troduced since 1949 as well as some of 
the new introductions for 1952: 


White Varieties 


There is always room for better whites 
in any size glad. We have some worthy 
new small ones to take their place be- 
side oldies like Starlet and Subdeb. 
FLOWER GiRL, a trim sylph possessing 
neat white florets with greenish yeliow 
throats, has three or four flowers open at 
a time. 

LittLe Bride is creamy white; it opens 
four primulinus type florets at once. 

Povar Cus is one of the purest whites 
of any size glad; it is tall, straight and 
stretchy, 


Cream Varieties 


Older creams like Fairy Fancy, Fluffy 
Ruffles and Lucile have new companions 
in Marcus and St. Cecile. Marcus, a true 
miniature, opens five tiny bell-shaped 
florets of exquisite daintiness and fault- 
less airy placement. 

St. CECILE is somewhat larger, yet still 
dainty and graceful. A slight suffusion 
of pink creeps into the otherwise plain 
cream florets. 


Yellow Varieties 


STATUETTE is not only the leader of 
all yellow varieties, old or new. but is one 
of the finest of all small type glads. 
Florets are neatly ruffled and 
physique is the best. 

LirtLE Gotp has the cleanest and 
deepest color of all the yellows plus a 
slight ruffling, but three florets open is its 
maximum ability. These two new ones 
are worthy companions to the older Babs, 
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Melisande, Pale Moon, Yellow Bird and 
Yellow Ribbon. 


Buff Varieties 


No recent buffs that will rate with Don 
Pedro and Filigree have come onto the 
scene. 


Orange Varieties 


This color, too, has not been strength- 
ened by any. new talent; for that matter, 
it needs little, with such old time greats 
as Crinklette, Orange Butterfly, Elda, Ito 
and Flicker still holding forth in full 
strength. However, last summer I did 
grow an older variety that was new to 
me which turned out to be a pleasant 
surprise—Miss Jupy, a vivid orange with 
a distinct yellow throat. 


Salmon Varieties 


Old Nadia and Little Giant have been 
seriously challenged in this color by 
Jingles and Lovely Mary. Introduced in 
1949, JincLes has already made a great 
show record. It opens five to seven heavily 
ruffed. needle-pointed florets on sturdy 
spikes. 

Love.ty Mary is a clean salmon with 
creamy throat. It has beautifully pro- 
portioned spikes of 17 buds with five and 
six open florets. 


Searlet Varieties 


There has been nothing new in this 
class since 1949, either, but we can get 
along pretty well with what we already 
have, Atom. Coral Bells, Osage and 
Perky. 


Miss Judy 


This is an older 
miniature that 
will add charm 
to your 

garden. It’s 

a vivid 

orange with a 
distinct yel- 
low throat. 


Pink Varieties 


This, our strongest class, received one 
new addition in 1951, Little Queen, and 
will be further populated with the advent 
of Claucarcy in 1952. Against the back- 
drop of solidarity composed of such pil- 
lars as Aria, Betty Coed, Bo-Peep, Little 
Sweetheart, Peggy Ann and Pink Ribbon, 
it is my prediction these new comers will 
find tough going. 

LitTLE QUEEN is medium pink with the 
lower halves of the florets cream. It 
opens five on spikes of 17 buds. 

Criaucarcy is tall and stretchy with 
widely spaced plain pink florets that have 
cream throats. For me, it produced 
seven open and seven showing color on 


spikes of 19 buds. 
Red Varieties 


Here we have another class composed 
of several older varieties of established 
merit including Black Jack, Frohsinn, 
Kewpie, Lady Bug, Little Egypt, Massas- 
soit and Ruby. In 1951 two new introduc- 
tions joined them: 

Firth AVENUE, a dark red. showed 
considerable promise with five florets 
opening on 16-bud spikes. 

LittLe Kiné is a deep red of pleasing 
shade though impaired somewhat by dis- 
tracting yellow throat lines. 

Zic Zac is a creation of my own which 
I shall be proud to present in this class 
in the near future. A spike with eight 
open was the best small type seedling 
and best of all small type glads in the

Arrangement by Mrs. Edward A. White 
Rich tones of plum, rose and green from 
Rembrandt’s paintings were used in this 
composition depicting the artist’s work, 


The flower arrangers at this show became, 


in fancy, students of art at the Sorbonne 


O the rich colors of Rembrandt’s

Arrangers in the 1951 fall flower show 
of the Federation of Garden Clubs of 
Bergen County, New Jersey, made just 
such associations as they became, for 
the sake of the show, students at the 
Sorbonne in the celebrated city of art, 
Paris. 

As unique as the federation itself, 
which became the first county organiza- 
tion of garden clubs in 1922, was the 
idea for this show—Art with Flowers. 
To illustrate the relationship of flower 
arranging to the other arts, classes in 
this show were set up to depict famous 
paintings, sculpture and architecture as 
well as classroom assignments which a 
student at the Sorbonne might encounter. 

Great masterpieces at the Louvre pro- 
vided the inspiration for two arrange- 
ments receiving tricolor awards. “Her- 
cules” was portrayed with bold color

and strong lines in an arrangement of 
yellow gladiolus Spotlight and fiery tri- 
tomas. The hammered copper container 
used was more than 100 years old; the 
arrangement base, a polished slab of 
oak. Mrs. Albert O. Lippke of Ridge- 
wood was fhe designer. This arrangement 
is featured in color on FLOWER GROWER’S 
cover this month. 

The second tricolor ribbon was awarded 
an arrangement whose frail beauty 
belied its masculine execution. Mr. Hans 
C. A. Madison of Paramus emphasized 
the simplicity inherent in Jan Vermeer’s 
La Dentelliere, The Lacemaker, with a 
delightfully fragile bouquet of Queen 
Anne’s lace in a porcelain jewel case. 

A sketching trip to famous Paris land- 
marks provided another group of dis- 
tinctive arrangements. At Notre Dame, 
the famed wheel window inspired Mrs. 
Paul A. Witting, Jr. of Rutherford, a 
member of the Lyndhurst Garden Club, 
to use dried hydrangea blooms in the 
subtle blues, greens and purples of 





medieval stained glass. Yellow was in- 
troduced with tips of dried dock and 
the container, a pale frosted glass dish. 
Because stained glass is very definite in 
pattern, Mrs. Witting made the arrange- 
ment in a solid crescent design. Mrs. 
Witting, who conceived the Art with 
Flowers theme, and Mrs. Anthony Kes of 
Rutherford were in charge of the ar- 
rangement classes. 

Les Halles, The Market, called for an 
arrangement or composition using vege- 
tables and/or fruit. Mrs. Earl Minkler 
of the Cliffside Park Garden Club used 
materials which indicated the earth’s har- 
vest as subservient to the wants of man. 
Cat-tails and grasses from the marsh- 
lands, red apples from the orchards, 
green peppers from the garden, together 
with the brilliant hues of croton leaves 
and evergreen sprigs gave proof of Na- 
ture’s generosity. 

Arrangements, bold with color and

use rust-colored Fantasy zinnias in his 
interpretation of the modernist’s paint- 
ing, “Zinnias.”

In an arrangement with strongly con- 
trasted light and dark shades, Mrs. Ed- 
ward A. White of Mahwah presented her 
interpretation of Rembrandt’s paintings.

FEBRUARY in the home greenhouse

HE BIG SEASON for starting plants 

from seeds and cuttings is about to 

begin. Plants grown from seed can be 
timed just right for both outdoor and 
indoor gardens and the growth of most 
greenhouse shrubs is now at its best for 
taking cuttings. 

A closed propagating case, such as the 
one shown on this page, is of tremendous 
value for germinating seed and rooting 
cuttings. Generally, for best results, a 
higher temperature and humidity is 
needed than that provided by the green- 
house itself. Within the confines of a 
smaller glass enclosure, such as a propa- 
gating case, these elements can be regu- 
lated to provide optimum growing con- 
ditions. 

Most seed requires an average tem- 
perature of 68° to germinate, according 
to extensive tests conducted by Bodger 
Seeds, Ltd., one of our largest producers 
of seed. This temperature should be pro- 
vided for germinating seeds of cyclamen, 
stock, myosotis, lilies, sweet pea, schizan- 
thus, pansy and salpiglossis. Seeds of 
coleus and Oriental poppy require a very 
high temperature—86° to germinate—as 
you well know if you’ve ever tried raising 
them. Of course, others, like snapdragon, 
delphinium, larkspur, nemesia, mig- 
nonette and cineraria, do best at a cool 
temperature of 50°. For the latter group 
a closed case is not usually necessary. 

Cuttings of most shrubby greenhouse 
plants root at an average temperature of 
70°. Azaleas, bougainvillea. Bouvardia 
humboldti. heather and gardenias are 
typical examples. On the other hand. 
poinsettias. fuchsias, philodendron and 
Acalypha hispida root best at 80°. 

The closed case can also be used for 
starting bulbs and corms of such plants 
as eucharis, gloxinias, achimenes and 
lily-of-the-valley. They can be brought 
into growth much faster at higher tem- 
peratures. You will find yourself using 
the propagating case all year ’round to 
multiply your favorite plants, evergreens 
and other outdoor shrubs. 

Propagating cases can be constructed 
in much simpler form than the one with 
a hinged top on page 47. A piece of 
glass with tape pasted around the edges 
for easy handling would provide a satis- 
factory cover for a small case. In fact, 
the case need not be large. unless a num- 
ber of plants are to be propagated. 

A case 2 by 3 feet should be adequate 
for the needs of a small home green-

first grew orchids in his apartment. 


JHEN we tell our friends that we 
grow orchids they look at us with 
pity. as if to say, “It’s only tempo- 

rary insanity—they'll get over it.” For 
we are not country dwellers blessed with 
a greenhouse and the idea] conditions 
supposedly necessary for growing these 
exotic plants. We live in a New York 
City apartment and we aren't going to 
“get over it.” Quite the contrary, for 
our original two-plant collection has 
grown to several dozen and threatens to 
crowd us out of our apartment. 


Why do we raise orchids? At first it

We feel that there are no more beauti- 
ful flowers, no plants that yield so great 
a reward for so little effort. Orchids 
rate high in beauty, variety of color 
and form and keeping quality. 

There are many misconceptions and 
half-truths about orchids. They are all 
supposed to be native to steaming 
jungles, either carnivorous, parasitic or 
able to live on air, and lastly, tremen- 
dously difficult to grow. Don’t you be- 
lieve it! 

Orchids can be found in almost all 
parts of the world, tropical, temperate 
and sub-arctic. They are neither carniv- 
orous nor parastic, nor do they live 
on air. They have the usual require- 
ments of food, water, air and light of 
other plants we are more familiar with. 
If these requirements are met. orchids 
will grow. 

As far as their cultural requirements 
are concerned. orchids can be divided 
into two main groups: epiphytes and ter- 
restrials. The former, which grow nat- 
turally on trees, are grown indoors in 
partially decomposed fiber of the Os- 
munda fern. Terrestrial orchids. which 
grow in soil in nature, are best planted in 
a 2 to 1 mixture of leafmold and gravel 
such as granite paving chips. Peat or 
sphagnum moss may be added but we 
have found the leafmold and granite 
mixture quite satisfactory. 

Orchids may be divided for further 
convenience on the basis of their tem- 
perature requirements: cool, intermedi- 
ate and warm. For these three groups 
night temperatures of 50°, 55° and 60° 
respectively, are ideal, with daytime

temperatures about 10° higher. It has 
been our experience. however, that or- 
chids are not as particular as to tem- 
perature as many who write about them 
imagine. 

Orchids, like other plants, require 
sunlight. Most of them can use all the 
sun they can get during the winter 
months. Burning may be avoided in 
summer by shading the plants from mid- 
day sunshine, 

Water is perhaps the most critical 
factor in growing orchids in the home. 
Orchids are nearly indestructible. Prob- 
ably the only way to kill them. outside 
of freezing them solid, is to water your 
orchid plants too frequently and by so 
doing, cause rotting. 

Orchids require excellent drainage. 
While it is impossible to say exactly how 
often to water, it has been our expe-

rience that orchids should be watered 
no more than once a week. Moreover, 
little harm is done if you neglect to water 
your plants for a week or even more— 
we left ours unattended for three weeks 
last summer. When you do water your 
plants, however, be sure to water them 
well. 

Lack of moisture in the air is apt to 
limit home culture of orchids more than 
anything else. Orchids, unlike most 
plants. have no outer protective or guard 
cells to limit loss of moisture from the 
leaves. Two practices are recommended 
to counteract this loss. First, keep pans 
of water on the radiators. This, inci- 
dentally, will benefit your own health as 
well as that of your orchids. Secondly, 
syringe the orchid foliage on bright 
sunny days. If you place your orchids 
in a Wardian case or miniature green- 





house, you will come closer to furnish- 
ing ideal conditions, but such elaborate 
equipment is by no means necessary for 
the less demanding orchids. 

The question of whether or not to feed 
orchids has long been a _ controversial 
one. but the consensus these days seems 
to be in favor of feeding. A wide range 
of fertilizers has been used successfully, 


with several soluble commercial fer- 
tilizers being particularly good for 
orchids. Remember. though, that over- 


feeding is worse than no feeding at all. 

Once you have decided to grow orchids, 
you are faced with the greatest problem 
—which ones to choose. The family or- 
chidaceae is the second largest group of 
flowering plants and within it is great 
diversity. When most people think of 
orchids, they visualize the hybrid cat-

How to Plant a Tub Garden

RAMPED for space in your garden? The smallest yard is large enough 

for a tub garden. All you need is a sound wooden or galvanized tub; 
if yours is galvanized, paint it inside and out with asbestos roofing paint. 
The tub should be sunk halfway into the ground and about half filled with 
good garden soil. Be sure your location is sunny.

Once electrical equipment is in- 
stalled in a coldframe, it lasts for years 
and is merely plugged into any conven- 
ient outlet when heat is needed. 

An electrically heated hotbed is not 
only cleaner and easier to operate than 
the manure-heated frame but the results 
are more certain since the heat may be 
controlled. The initial cost of installa- 
tion is the largest expense. Actual op- 
eration is not expensive and can be made 
more efficient by good coldframe con- 
struction. 

The general advice that good results 
are obtained when the heating cable is 
merely placed on the soil surface with- 
out any preliminary preparation, is not 
borne out by my experience. Operation 
efficiency and conservation of electric 
current are best promoted by good prep- 
aration. Instructions for setting up an 
electrically heated hotbed, given below 


Below is a typical hotbed set-up. 





The soil is first exca- 
vated to the depth of a foot and a layer of cinders or 
ashes placed on bottom for drainage. 


Coldirame 


and at right, are based on a 6x6-foot 
frame covered with two standard 3x6-foot 
glazed coldframe sash. The heat is sup- 
plied by 60 feet of electric soil-heating 
cable, available as a unit for heating this 
size frame. A unit for a standard single- 
sash frame, or even for a smaller one, 
may be obtained. A thermostat for con- 
trolling the heat is also available but is 
not necessary if the apparatus is discon- 
nected by a switch when the desired tem- 
perature is reached and again connected 
when it has fallen. This, of course, re- 
quires constant attention. 

In setting up the frame, select a well 
drained spot and dig a pit a foot deeper 
than the normal surface level. This 
should extend a foot beyond the frame 
on all sides. Fill with 4 inches of ashes 
or cinders to provide drainage and to 
prevent heat from escaping into the sur- 
rounding soil. On top of the fill, inside 
the frame, spread an inch of sand to help 
distribute the heat. The cable is placed 
on top of the sand. 

The heating cable is usually accom- 
panied by a set of instructions for instal- 
lation but the following hints are based 
on actual experience. Install the thermo-

stat on the inside rear wall of the frame 
near the left-hand corner as you face it. 
Insert the plug of the heating cable and 
separate the wires leading from it. Ac- 
tually, the cable is a single wire with 
both ends attached to the plug. 

Starting from the plug, lay one wire 
along the side wall, curve and run it 
parallel to the front wall. Then loop 
back and forth until the entire cable is 
used up. The final loop should run 
parallel to the rear wall and end at the 
plug. To get an even distribution of heat, 
the single wire should run along the 
three sides of the frame at a distance of 
4 inches from the wall; the looped wire 
should be 4 inches from the right wall at 
the loops, 4 inches from the _ initial 
straight wire on the left side and 7 
inches between each loop. (See iillus- 
tration below.) 

Wire mesh should be placed on top of 
the cable to prevent any injuries from 
garden operations. On top of the wire 
place another inch of sand followed by 
6 inches of prepared soil. The hotbed is 
now ready for use. 

If a thermostat is used set it at 65°

away, despite February’s cold front. 

Plants in the house and greenhouse 
are the first to feel the change as the 
sun climbs higher. It’s time to clear 
away snow from coldframes and allow the 
sun to thaw out the soil within before 
preparing a hotbed, or even the cold- 
frame itself. 

There is no doubt about the vegetable 
growing trend this year with the cost of 
living still soaring. Aside from the 
economy factor, there is also a healthy 
satisfaction in growing one’s own food. 
See suggestions on the opposite page for 
starting plants in a hotbed. 

If your garden activities are many, 
plan to get all outdoor tasks, such as 
pruning, out of the way this month. 
Although cold days are not too enticing, 
there are milder days when many tasks 
may be done. Veteran gardeners know 
that spring comes overnight; experience 
has taught them the value of planning 
ahead and getting early work done at 
the first opportunity. 


fi: many of us, spring is not too far 


Pruning 


Young apple, pear, cherry and plum 
trees should be pruned rather sparingly. 
Remove crossing interior branches only 
and cut back any leading shoots by one- 
third or half their length if they appear 
to be too vigorous. Overpruning young 
trees delays bearing. Since peaches fruit 
differently from the rest, they can be 
pruned more severely, depending upon 
the age of the tree, of course. Old apple 
trees may need considerable pruning; 
however. unless there is a good reason, 
do not remove heavy limbs. Keep the 


{nteriors open by removing crossing 
branches and those tending to grow 


straight up in the center. Cut back any 
vigorous branches to a side branch if 
they are getting too high. 

In pruning grapes, remember the long 
brown canes of last year’s growth will 
bear the fruit. Cut these back to the 
fourth or fifth bud from the older shoot 
or arm. If the vine is none too vigorous, 
cut several of these arms to within 6 
inches of where they come out of the 
main stem. These will sprout canes that 
will fruit in 1953. 

From the brambles — raspberries, 
blackberries, and the like—remove the 
canes which bore fruit last year, if this 
was not done immediately after fruiting. 
Do not, however, cut canes of everbearing

raspberries which bore fruit in autumn. 
These are the canes which will also bear 
the summer crop; after fruiting they can 
be removed. 

Remove the very old and woody canes 
of climbing and rambler roses. Retain 
the younger, greener canes for flowering. 
This is also a good time to clean out the 
overgrown tangled climbers growing on 
supports. Take them down and cut all 
hard and dead canes right to the ground. 

Any viburnum, lilac, mockorange, 
deutzia or other shrub which has made 
all top growth with very little foliage at 
the base is best cut to within 1 or 2 feet 
of the soil. There are no rules here; just

My suggestion was to set decorative 
plants of African violets, begonias and 
ferns on low pedestals draped with tex- 
tile material. In front of each plant I 
would place the various ingredients of 
an ideal soil mixture, for instance, equal 
piles of garden loam, sand and peatmoss. 
The correct amount of fertilizer for the 
quantity of soil might also be shown 
—a level tablespoonful of complete com- 
mercial fertilizer to six quarts of soil 
mixture. A low pan filled with the soil 
mixture should be exhibited to allow 
show visitors to get the look and feel 
of it. 

Another part of the exhibit might have 
a collection of cacti and _ succulents, 
staged in the same manner with the sep- 
arate soil materials displayed in front 
—two parts soil and one part each of 
sand and peatmoss plus the feltilizer. 

Still another exhibit might include a 
series of seed flats with the front side 
made of glass. One might contain a mix- 
ture of equal parts sand and peatmoss; 
another, a soil mixture of equal parts 
sand, soil and peatmoss with a 14-inch 
layer of sand on top; a third, a %-inch 


layer of 14-inch vermiculite on top of 
the soil. Another variation could show 
the same soil mixture with a 14-inch 
layer of finely screened sphagnum moss 
on top. The live sphagnum and the dry 
moss could both be exhibited showing 
how it may be rubbed through a 14-inch 
or finer screen. 

In addition, the exhibit might show 
how to plant a rose bush. The soil taken 
from the hole in which the rose is to be 
set should be mixed with 14 to 14 parts 
peatmoss. A 3-inch potful of complete 
commercial fertilizer should be added to 
each bushel of soil. 

Since so few people know how much 
fertilizer to use on the garden, several 
flats or pans of soil, a foot square, could 
be exhibited showing application of a

For permanence and good appearance. 
however, I think there is nothing better 
than a well built concrete pool. Con- 
struction details, included in most aqua- 
tics catalogues, are so simple that you 
can build one yourself. 

Whatever kind of pool you have, be 
sure it is located properly—out in the 
sun. There are foliage plants—water 
fern and water lettuce, for instance— 
which thrive in shade. But nearly all 
lowering aquatics are sun lovers. 

Although they will grow in water. 
nearly all aquatics must be rooted in 
soil if they are to thrive. Any reason- 
ably fertile garden earth will do. If it’s

better. Don’t bother to amend it 
sand, peat. leafmold or other materials 
which might seem logical in “dirt” gar- 
dening. Old. rotted cow manure is excel- 
lent, however; one shovel of it to about 
three shovels of soil will make a good 
mixture. Lacking manure you will find 
the packaged waterlily fertilizers 
good and easy to use. 

Tiny pools and tubs are simply half- 
filled with soil and planted. In larger 
pools. however, it is better to have a 
separate soil container. such as a large 
bucket, tub or wooden box, for each lily 
and lotus. One or more additional large 
boxes will be needed for marginal shal- 
low water plants. Proper water depth 
for the various plants is then easily ob- 
tained by setting the soil containers on 
bricks or blocks as necessary.

You will find several different and 
interesting groups of water plants listed 
in catalogues. Here are the main ones, 
together with selections of dependable 
varieties in each group. 


Hardy Waterlilies 


Floating leaves and pads, average leaf 
spread 2 to 4 feet, leaves green, bronze, 
reddish or marbled. Flowers mainly in 
spring and summer; production slows in 
fall. Buds open mornings, close after- 
noons, over period of three to five days. 
Many varieties fragrant. Supplied as 
dormant or (later) growing rootstocks 
(rhizomes). Grow well with 6 to 18 
inches of water over the soil, 12 inches 
being a standard depth in garden pools. 

Recommended varieties: GLORIOSA, 
red; Maruiac Roses, pink; CoMANCHE, 
changeable apricot bronze; SuNrisE, yel- 
low; GONNERE, white. There are many 
other good ones, especially in pink 
shades. Where winters are extra bitter, 
I'd omit SuNRIsE and choose CHROoMA- 
TELLA, a slightly smaller but hardier 
yellow. 


Tropical Waterlilies 


Large floating leaves cover a 4- to 
12-foot circle; leaf color green. brown, 
maroon, red or mottled. Fragrant flowers 
stand on strong stems 6 to 18 inches 
above water, start later in season than 
on hardy varieties, but are produced 
more freely, keep blooming until frost. 
Two classes: (1) day-blooming kinds 
which open mornings, close in evenings, 
and (2) night-blooming kinds opeaing 
about dusk, closing middle of next morn- 
ing. Same bud lasts several days. Usu-

Highly varied, but alike in needing 
soil with 6 inches or less of water over it. 

Recommended: Hardy—cattail. double 
arrowhead, pickerel weed. purple loose- 
strife. variegated sweet flag. water iris. 
Tender—Egyptian paper plant, imperial 
taro, parrot feather, umbrella palm. 
water canna, water hyacinth, water 
poppy. 

Water hyacinth, the famous “dime 
store orchid,” is a floating plant. strictly 
speaking. but blooms best with its sub- 
merged roots anchored in soil. All of 
these plants are attractive in foliage. 
flower or both, and with their varied 
heights and habits, are useful in building 
up marginal settings to show off your 





| lilies to advantage. 


It is a good idea to have the pool part} 
or entirely filled with water and the soil 
boxes in place when your plants arrive. 
Unpack them at once and sink them in 
a tub of water. or right in the pool. 
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intil you’re ready to set them out. They 
‘von’t tolerate drying. 

Actual planting is very simple: gently 
push each root ball, tuber or fleshy rhi- 
vome into the soil in its box, leaving the 
vrowing point or crown showing above 
the mud. Banana shaped lotus tubers 
should be placed in a horizontal position. 
While not absolutely necessary, it is 
helpful to sprinkle a layer of sand over 
the soil. Be sure not to cover growing 
crowns; they should still be visible down 
n the water when you have finished. 

Fish are necessary, of course, to con- 
trol mosquito larvae. Fortunately they 
also provide added dividends of beauty 
and interest. The graceful and slender 
comet goldfish is one of the best varieties 
to use. As extra insurance against 
mosquitoes, I like to have some of the 
little top-minnow, Gambusia affinis, in 
my pools. These inconspicuous live-bear- 
ers are active, voracious larvae eaters. If 
they are not native to streams in your 
locality, they may usually be found in 
pet shops. Many city health depart- 
ments distribute them free for mosquito 
control.» 





Killing Weeds in Fishponds 


e@ Spraying unwanted plants that rise 
above the surface of the fishpond is 
usually risky, for fish do not take 
kindly to the sprays used for shore- 
line plants. 

The American Chemical Paint Com- 
pany has determined, however, that a 
weaker spray, one-tenth of one per 
cent of 2,4-D in water, will eliminate 
weeds without injuring fish in the 
water. This is about one-fourth as 
strong as the 2,4-D spray ordinarily 
used for lawn and pasture weeds. 
Thus, if directions on the container 
call for two quarts of the chemical in 
100 gallons of water, one pint in 100 
gallons would be used for weeds on a 
pond an acre in area. If the water 
area is less, reduce the total amount 
accordingly. And take care to let as 
little spray as possible drip from the 
plants into the water. 

Minnows are most tolerant of 2,4-D; 
sunfish and catfish are much more 
sensitive. Goldfish died so erratically, 
whether or not they were exposed to 
the chemical, that they were finally 
eliminated from the company’s experi- 
ment. 

If many weeds have been sprayed, 
a large amount of oxygen will be used 
up as they decompose beneath the sur- 
face. Fish may consequently suffer or 
die from a lack of oxygen in the 
water. It is also possible that the 
smaller forms of life upon which fish 
feed may be poisoned by 2,4-D. Cau- 
tion is essential, therefore, and close 
observation of results is desirable 
when spraying weeds in a fishpond.

@ Maleic hydrazide, the super chemi- 
cal which retards the growth of grass 
plants, has successfully undergone an- 
other years test. The United States 
Rubber Company in cooperation with 
the Connecticut State Highway De- 
partment conducted a series of experi- 
ments last year along landscaped 
areas of highways in an effort to re- 
duce the number of mechanical and 
hand mowings needed.

Most promis- 
obtained on plots 
sprayed once with maleic hydrazide 
at the rate of 2 pounds per acre last 
May. The growth of the grass was 
slowed down to the extent that only 
two mowings were needed through- 
out the spring and summer; adjacent 
untreated plots had to be mowed 19 
times. It was also found that maleic 
hydrazide could be mixed with 2,4-D 
weed killer so that one spray would 
not only retard the growth of desired 
grass but kill off objectionable weeds 
as well. Although still too early to 
draw any over-all conclusions, the hori- 
zon looks brighter for this material

N everbearing black raspberry is now 

added to the list of everbearing small 
fruits, which have proved so useful to 
the gardener with limited space. Black 
Beauty starts to bear with the well 
known Early Logan variety, and con- 
tinues bearing throughout the summer 
until frost. 

Ripe berries, green berries and blos- 
soms can be seen together on the same 
plant. The berries, averaging 34-inch in 
diameter, start ripening at the tip of the 
canes, with the other berries down along 
the cane ripening in succession. The 
lowest berries are the last to be picked 
in the fall. 

Since the original plant of Black 
Beauty was found in the mountains of 
West Virginia, it is very hardy, with- 
standing the cold temperatures of Mich- 
igan during the last four winters without 
injury to either the plants or the crop. 

No special culture or cultivation is re- 
quired for this everbearing black rasp- 
berry. The plants are set out like “one- 
crop” varieties—in good soil 3 or 4 feet 
apart with the bud in the center about 
1 inch deep. If the bud is set too deep 
the plant will be smothered. 

After the plants start to fruit, the 
canes from which all fruit has been 
picked should be cut out, leaving room 
for the new canes to get sunlight and 
air. Mulching every year will help in- 
crease the productivity of ihe plants. 

If you like black raspberries but 
garden space forbids planting one-crop 
varieties, Black Beauty is indeed worth

and I found it an easy winner at the 
shows. 


Salmon Varieties 


Dolly Varden, a huge salmon with 
white throat, Capella, Chinook, Fraser, 
Pharoah, and the beautiful miniature 
Peter Pan were the “Tiffany’s” of the 
salmon class in my collection. 

From the same hybridizer as the rose- 
colored Glad Tidings, comes Pink PRripE, 
a vigorous rosy salmon. Spikes in my 
garden were exceptionally vigorous, and 
eight to nine open 514- to 6-inch florets 
were not uncommon. 


Searlet Varieties 


A number of excellent scarlet seedlings 
were evident in my plantings this year 
but their debuts are being delayed for 
further testing. The older varieties, how- 
ever, will remain hard to beat. In this 
category, I distinctly like Harold K., Fire 
Gleam, Dieppe, Eclipse, War Paint, Red 
Wing, and the most recent Dee Twelve. 


Pink Varieties 


It seems hybridizers make sure the 
pink class will not be lacking in top 
notch varieties. Even more difficult than 
the task of commenting upon the relative 
values of old and new, is the task of 
judging this class at an International 
Show. Regardless, the best as I saw them 
were Spic and Span, Heart’s Desire, C. D. 
Fortnam, Phantom Beauty, Connecticut 
Yankee, and Cotillion, among the older 
and more truly tested names, and Anne 
Sherman, Boise Belle, Cecilly Ann, 
Stylish, Miss Madison, Pasteline and 
Sweet Sixteen among the newer crop. 

Jessie Mag, a deep pink, added to its 
winnings this past show season and can 
be expected to take its place near the 
top of the class. 

Epirh Warr, a Quebec origination, 
outshone some of the best light rose pinks 
in its first year for me. Florets are large 
and lighted by a faintly rose lined throat; 
flower spikes averaged 30 inches. The 
foliage is unusually leathery and healthy. 

May TARRANT, a deep pink with 
creamy white throat, appealed to most 
all visitors to my garden. 


Red Varieties 


Mid-America, Mighty Monarch, and 
the dark reds Black Cherry, Velvet Man- 
tle, Hamlet and Ace of Spades, carried 
the torch for me in this class in 1951.

One of the best smaller basket and 
arrangement glads I have seen for some 
time is TEENAGER, a Clear rose with a 
large creamy white throat. Eight floret 
will open easily on nicely defined spikes 

PENNANT, an Elizabeth the Quee 
seedling, is a clear light rose with floret 
measuring 44% inches. As the name migh 
imply, spikes produce a ribbon of colo: 
with as many as ten open florets. 

A. Connecticut seedling of clear sof 
rose will be introduced next year as GLA) 
Twincs. A strong grower with good 
color, it will be well worth watching fo 
its reproductive ability. 


Lavender Varieties 


As the 1esult of a self-imposed culling 
program, older lavender varieties in my 
patch were reduced last year and in- 
cluded only Francesca, one of the most 
beautiful of all my favorites; Gail, a 
sweepstake champion for me; Falcon, 
with its striking floret formation; Bridal 
Orchid, an extra vigorous producer of 
large spikes; Sterling; Tyrone, a lovely 
arrangement glad; Parthiena; and Ben- 
jamin Britten. 

Among the newer varieties, SILVER 
LustrE, a pale blue lavender sport of 
Elizabeth the Queen, performed well. It 
is a glad that should prove useful com- 
mercially as it has the ability to blend 
with most any other color. 

Va.pA, another 1951 introduction from 
across the border, produced 30-inch 
flower spikes with eight open florets most 
consistently. Petals are ruffled and needle- 
pointed. 

HEIRLOOM, a ruffled light rose lavender, 
continued its winning ways as a named 
seedling in 1951 and should be in good 
demand by the time it reaches the public. 

Brier, with a test garden silver medal 
already in hand, proved an appealing 
clear rose lavender with cream lip mark. 
It is a strong grower and propagator. 

A new silvery lavender that appealed 
to me is Orcuis. By reason of its strong 
growing habits, its uniformly straight 
stems and its unusual coloring, Orchis 
should prove popular. 

Easter BONNET promises to be excel- 
lent commercial cut flower material. «A 
pale bluish lavender with violet lavender 
throat, spikes of the bulbs under test with 
me were uniformly good. 


Purple Varieties 


If I were asked to select the most dis- 
cussed 1951 introduction, I would with- 
out hesitation name Kine Davin, which 
brought to a weak purple class an out- 
standing champion. A consistent winner 
for me on the show tables, in its first year 
of real competition it amassed enough 
blue ribbons to place it first in most popu- 
larity polls. To say that it is a deep royal 
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purple with velvet throat is inadequate 
as it must be seen to be truly appreciated. 

THe RajaH, a giant purple from 
British Columbia, makes an excellent 
running mate for King David. 


Smoky Varieties 


Being partial to this color group, I 
grew and exhibited more smokies than 
any other color in 1951. Out front in 
competition were Wahoo, a fine smoky 
orange; Sandman, very popular with 
many; Persian Rug, an unusual novelty; 
Tunis Aristocrat, from Australia; and 
Stormy Weather. 


Any Other Color 


While I reviewed Voo-Dun-Ir in last 
year’s article, the fact that it will be re- 
leased and available in 1952 causes me 
to cite it again as an outstanding light 
mahogany with yellow throat. 

EMBERS, in a sense, is a new color 
break. While its overall effect is a glow- 
ing scarlet, the color of the outer part of 
the floret is a dark salmon scarlet shading 
to cream. Facing and placement of florets 
are extremely good. 

Although new miniatures are discussed 
on page 43, I shall just pay high credit 
in passing to SPUNKY, a smoky little fel- 
low that captured the show followers in 
1951; Litrte Kine, a dark red; Firtx 
AVENUE, an excellent deep red, and last 
but not least, Zic Zac, not unlike a Christ- 
mas tree ornament—gold with red 
spangles.» 





Anniversary of Picardy Glad 


@ Picardy gladiolus recently cele- 
brated its 20th birthday. In that span 
of years it has become one of the 
most favored garden gladiolus va- 
rieties, retaining its popularity year 
after year. Picardy is also credited 
with enhancing the extensive use of 
gladiolus as a florists’ flower. It was 
for the latter reason that the Florida 
gladiolus growers recently paid trib- 
ute to the 20th anniversary of its in- 
troduction.

many more of them. I counted twelve to 
a spray and I am told 15 to 20 are not 
unusual; the paler Pink Beauty does 
not bear more than seven or eight. 
Growth is in even greater contrast. PINK 
Beauty is bunchy, a Wuite Lapy type. 
Pink Luster is a plant with style. It 
has a springy, spreading, open habit, a 
wide but pointed leaf. As you guess, I 
am most enthusiastic over this recent off- 
spring of my old favorite, BLue Eyes. 

The struggle for what I term “flag red” 
continues. This spring, WINE VELVET 
takes a bow. I had the fun of naming 
it, and so have a natural fondness for 
my godchild. Even such prejudice. how- 
ever, cannot make me see it as true red— 
only the nearest red to date, with a large 
flower and a pointed medium-green leaf. 


Mammotu Rep still has the largest 
flower among “reds.” and Rep KIN¢ is 


similar, but both have less depth of color. 
Among doubles, Rusy Bouguet is prob- 
ably the clearest “red.” All of these are 
still more or less bluish reds. Will the 
saintpaulias’ cousins, the gloxinias, some 
day yield to crossing and contribute their 
much-desired spectrum-red brilliance? 


Blue Varieties 


Now let’s look at the blues, really 
lavenders and purples. If I had to name 
my favorite African violet, it would be 
America. This came out in 1950. It has 
the size and beauty of its duPont ances- 
tors with unusually large amethyst blooms 
rippled a little at the edges. My plants 
have bloomed almost continuously with 
five to ten blossoms to a cluster. 

CurRIstTINA, a 1952 introduction, is 
similar. This seedling, grown and named 
by the late Mrs. William K. duPont, 
claims the affection of us all, since Mrs. 
duPont contributed so much to the ad- 
vancement of saintpaulias. CHRISTINA 
is lovely, with a somewhat smaller, more 
irregular flower than AMERICA, the same 
heart-shaped leaf and a more drooping 
manner of growth. 

VioL.et Beauty is a lighter single, a 
pastel lavender, 1950 I think, and very 
understandably a favorite. It bears 
flowers as large as those of puPont Lav- 
ENDER PinK but far more of them. 
AMAZON PurpLe Prince, 1951, is prob- 
ably the finest dark purple single with 
a glowing velvety flower. STAR SAPPHIRE, 
just now available, is another beautiful 
purple single, distinguished by regular 
pointed petals that do indeed create a 
star. BtLue Hetress, 1951, not so large 
as AMERICA or CHRISTINA, is worth hav- 
ing for its duPont-quality flowers with 
a girl-type leaf. It closely resembles pu- 
Pont Bue, and I like it very much. 

VeLveT Girt, with a similar though 
more pointed leaf, is a pale lavender-and- 
wine bicolor, a novelty of considerable 
charm.

| house. The front should be 10 inches 
high and the back 12 inches high to g 
the glass top a slant so condensation wil] 
flow off and not onto the plants inside 

Place an electric heating cable in the 
bottom, then a layer of coarse sand or 
vermiculite. This should be 6 inches 
deep if it is planned to germinate seed 
and root cuttings directly in the sand or 
vermiculite, but only 3 inches if the seed 
or cuttings are to be planted in seed 
flats or pans. These should be plunged 
into the sand. Flats or pans are easy to 
handle, especially later when seedlings 
are to be transplanted. 


Ventilation and Shade 


The management of a_ propagating 
case is similar to the greenhouse itself. 
If it is not ventilated properly there is a 
danger of mildew and damping-off. The 
glass cover should be propped open a 
crack most of the time to permit free 
circulation of air. Shading, even in win- 
| ter, is necessary to induce high humidity. 
After seeds have germinated or when 
cuttings have started to take root, grad- 
ually increase the sash opening, remove 
the shading and give less water. This 
helps to acclimate the little plants to the 
cooler temperature, lower humidity and 
increased sunlight of the greenhouse. 





| Plants To Start 


It is a little early to sow seed for the 
majority of plants you will want for the 
outdoor garden this spring, but a num- 
ber of slow-growing kinds should be 
put in this month. These include such 
vegetables as peppers, tomatoes, early 
cabbage, parsley and, of course, celery, 
which needs an early start. Annuals 
which should be sown now include ver- 
bena, grevillea, border varieties of carna- 
tions, sweet william and ageratum. 
March will be early enough to start 
seed for most other plants that are to 
be set out in the garden later. 


For Flowering Indoors 


Plants to start this month for flowering 
in the greenhouse include sweet peas 
which will start to flower in May con- 
tinuing through June. Aster (China) 
seed sown during February and March 
will flower by June or July. Be sure to 
choose the wilt-resistant varieties. 

Gerbera will produce excellent plants 
from seed. They will flower in late sum- 
mer and fall. Take care to transplant 
seedlings as soon as they are large 
enough to handle since they are quite 
susceptible to damping-off. 

Pot Croft lilies now for a good show 
in the greenhouse during late spring. 
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Place them underneath a bench u itil § 
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erowth starts. The longer they are left | 
in the shade the higher the stems will | 
stretch, 

If you would like to have gladiolus 
four to six weeks ahead of the outdoor 
crop, buy corms and plant them now. 
Select only first-size corms which have 
heen prepared especially for forcing. 
Keep the foliage growing as long as 
possible after flowering, if you plan to 
save the corms for outdoor planting next 
year. Several of the dwarf varieties make 
cood pot plants. 

Take cuttings of geraniums for vigor- 
ous, bushy plants which will flower well 
next fall and winter. Old plants which 
have grown all winter and summer can- 
not be expected to give the best blooms 
next year. Take cuttings 4 or 5 inches 
long, making the cut at a node. 


Timely Tips 


Plants of annual chrysanthemums, 
candytuft, Centaurea cyanus, 


nemesia, 
snapdragon and_ stock which were 
started in November and December 


should now be ready for pots or bench- 
ing. For good, straight stems and a neat 
appearance, set up wire supports for the 
tall bench crops. Fittings for pipe frames 
are available from greenhouse manufac- 
turers. The frames are easily set up at 
the ends of the bench and can be left 
permanently in place. Galvanized wires 
stretched between these frames support 
the plants making them easier to manage. 

Start forcing Daphne cneorum now. 
Take the plants from the coldframe and 
place them in a cool spot in the green- 
house. Then give them a 60° tempera- 
ture and they will come into flower in

house 5 by 10 feet start at between 
$150 and $200 and range upward for 
greenhouses measuring up to, say, 13 
by 26 feet. The foundation on which 
the greenhouse rests may be constructed 
of concrete or cinder blocks, poured 
concrete, hollow tile with stucco finish, 
brick or clapboard. Depending on the 
size of the greenhouse, the material used 
and labor costs, the foundation will cost 
from $75 to $400. Plant benches can be 
constructed or purchased at from $25 
to $75. 

A greenhouse Iccated within 50 feet of 
the dwelling can be heated by the same 
boiler which heats the house. If you 
have warm air heat, or for some other 
reason can’t rig up the boiler to the 
greenhouse, you can obtain electric, oil 
or gas heating units with thermostatic 
control from $50 to $80. A complete 
automatic oil burner unit made _ espe- 
cially for home greenhouses would range 
from $600 to $800. Fuel costs depend 
on the size of the greenhouse, type of 
heating unit and minimum temperature 
maintained; the general range is $50 to 
$150 a year. . 

If you have automatic ventilation 
along with thermostatically controlled 
heat, no one has to be on hand to look 
after temperatures. Then you can enjoy 
greenhouse gardening even if business 
or other activities keep you away all day 
long. 

Four or five hours each week is all the 
time required to successfully operate 
any of the greenhouses shown on pages 
46 and 47—20 minutes in the morning for 
watering and a few hours on weekends. 
If the greenhouse is also equipped with 
automatic watering it can be left for 
days unattended. 

You can quickly figure, then, that 
from an investment of $400 and up you 
can have a greenhouse that will give a 
minimum of 350 relaxing hours year 
after year. 

Once you have a greenhouse, though, 
you'll want to spend much more time 
in it than that.»

As spring advances and the sun gets 
warmer, ventilation will be needed dur- 
ing the day.

the frame. Tomatoes, eggplant and 
peppers sown in mid-February would 
need transplanting three to four weeks 
later. Heat would still be needed. How- 
ever, if the seedlings are sown thinly and 
later thinned to 4 inches apart, they can 
remain in the hotbed until about April 1 
when they should be potted up and placed 
in a protected coldframe. 

Cabbage, broccoli, lettuce. leeks and 
onions, sown towards the end of Feb- 
ruary, are less exacting in their require- 
ments. These can be transplanted to a 
coldframe in three weeks, hardened off 
and set outdoors in April in some sec- 
tions, later in others. Here the time for 
starting such seeds will depend on the 
planting-out time, although these crops 
can stand lots of cold without damage. 
Seeds are sown in drills 3 inches apart; 
the drills should be just deep enough to 
permit covering the seed. A mere scratch 
is sufficient for very small seeds. Space 
the seeds 144 to 14 inch apart, depending 
on the size, press into the soil and cover. 

Onions are best sown in flats which are 
transferred to a coldframe when the 
seeds have sprouted. Sow in rows 2 inches 
apart and leave in the flats until trans- 
planted out in the garden.»

reduce them. Do not prune young shrubs 
in this group as you would be removing 
potential flowers. This year’s flowers on 
the older shrubs are sacrificed in the in- 
terest of rejuvenation. Hydrangeas, ex- 
cept the blue and pink varieties, and rose- 
of-Sharon. old or young, can be pruned 
at any time during winter or early 
spring. 


Order Supplies Early 


Check up on your insecticides, fertili- 
zers and tools. (See page 56 for New 
Gardening Gear). To avoid the spring 
rush in nurseries and seed stores, get 
your order in early for supplies, seeds 
and plants. Some items may be scarce 
this year. 

For economy, don’t order any more 
seeds than you need, especially vege- 
tables. One packet of each variety of 
cabbage, lettuce, broccoli, or a similar 
crop, is sufficient to furnish enough plants 
for the average family. 

February is the most dangerous month 
for evergreens, Increasing sunshine, dry- 
ing winds and fluctuating temperatures, 
as well as ice and snow, can do a lot of 
damage. Wherever possible, protect ex- 
posed evergreens from sun and wind. 
Remove snow and ice to prevent break- 
age. Columnar and spreading junipers, 
protected from breakage by ice and 
snow.»

From Cypress Gardens let us drop 
down toward Charleston to Middleton 
Gardens and Magnolia Gardens, which 
are only a few minutes drive from this 
picturesque old center of Southern cul- 
ture. Because of their history, which 
is closely linked with that of this na- 
tion, every American should visit these 
two gardens. They are acknowledged by 
international travelers to be the world’s 
most lovely and enchanting ornamental 
plantings. Partially hidden behind soft 
and delicate draperies of Spanish moss, 
which hang in abundance from age-old 
cypresses and live oaks, these gardens 
impress you with their romantic, vener- 
able beauty. 

Visitors come to Charleston from every 
corner of the globe—by private auto- 
mobile, yacht, plane, bus and train—to 
visit these two great gardens on the banks 
of the famed Ashley River and to revel 
in their beauty. 

Middleton Gardens have been in the 
possession of the same family for more 
than two centuries. Henry Middleton 
was president of the Continental Con- 
gress and his son, Arthur, was a signer 
of the Declaration of Independence.

family and its direct descendants since 
1671. Mr. C. Norwood Hastie, Jr.. the 
present owner, is the great grandson of 
the Rev. John Grimke Drayton. who de- 
signed and planted the original garden. 

Magnolia Gardens pioneered in intro- 
ducing both azaleas and camellias to the 
nation. A letter written by Rev. Drayton 
in 1858 stated that 120 varieties of double 
camellias, and how many more he did 
not pretend to know, were growing in 
the gardens at that time. Some were ten 
feet high, indicating that many of the 
plants now found in the gardens are 
much more than 100 years old. 

It was the spectacular profusion of 
azaleas, however, that actually served to 
place Magnolia Gardens among the most 
beautiful of the world’s plantings. Even 
before the beginning of the current cen- 
tury, Baedeker’s Guide indicated three 
“musts” for American visitors—Niagara 
Falls. the Grand Canyon and Magnolia 
Gardens. Both azaleas and camellias 
of unequalled size and magnificence are 
found here, as perhaps, nowhere else 
on earth. 

The garden proper covers about 25 
acres. In front of the house is a 16-acre 
lawn surrounded by huge live oaks. Giant 
cypress trees border the lakes and great 
oaks, many centuries old, wave a wel- 
come with their festoons of Spanish moss. 
Although azaleas and camellias are the 
featured plants. many other ornamen- 
tals grow in profusion in Magnolia 
Gardens. 

John Galsworthy. noted English au- 
thor. wrote “I specialize in gardens, and 
freely assert that none other in the 
world is as beautiful as this.” 

Owen Wister reported, after seeing 
the best European gardens: “No other 
horticulture that I have seen devised by 
man approaches the unearthly enchant- 
ment of the azaleas at Magnolia Gar- 
dens.” And Marion Cran, world garden 
authority, recorded that. “I have never 
in all the lands or in all my days seen 
anything like Magnolia.” 

Leaving the Charleston area. let us 
turn to the southwest and enter Florida. 
Due to administrative difficulties, the 
lovely Ravine Gardens at Palatka, 
Florida have been closed, as have the 
Dupree Gardens near Tampa. 

At Winter Haven, Florida, Cypress 
Gardens have been developed in recent 
years and are currently one of the 
South’s show gardens. Here, in the open, 
many rare tropical and subtropical plants

grow with all the vigor possible in their 
native jungle homes. 

Pothos of the Solomon Islands, mons- 
tera from Mexico and giant philoden- 
dron from South America all make rank, 
vigorous growth. Ferns from Australia, 
papyrus from Egypt and the East In- 
dian shellflower also seem at home in 
this tropical environment. 

Although they are not as old as the 
plantings in most of the other great 
Southern gardens. the azaleas and 
camellias here make a spectacular dis- 
play. Magnificent masses of flaming 
color present a brilliant contrast to the 
dark green of tropical foliage. 

One of the interesting features of the 
Florida Cypress Gardens is the exten- 
sive planting of Chinese hibiscus. The 
huge, brilliant single to fully double 
flowers are found in nearly all colors. 


Bellingrath Gardens 


Next on our itinerary are the famed 
Bellingrath Gardens, located on Isle-Aux- 
Oies (Fowl) river, about 20 miles south- 
west of Mobile and just off Highway 90. 
This is in reality, a garden of dreams 
come true, created out of the great love 
of floral beauty of Mr. Walter D. Bell- 
ingrath and the late Mrs. Bellingrath. 

It seems quite incredible that the 
gardens are less than two decades old. 
They contain thousands of giant azaleas 
and hundreds of camellias which may be 
more than a century old. In establishing 
the gardens, Mr. Bellingrath collected 
thousands of mature azaleas and camel- 
lias, shrubs and vines from old plant- 
ings and moved them to his new garden. 

One may walk for hours along the 
shady paths which open into broad 
sunny acres of excellent sod, to find new 
thrills in bloom and foliage, or to witness 
the reflections of brilliant flowers in tran- 
quil rivers or lakes. Called “the charm 
spot of the Deep South,” these gardens 
embrace about 100 acres. They have 
been developed into a planting so beauti- 
ful and fascinating that they defy de- 
scription. Huge live oaks, generously 
hung with Spanish moss, furnish a back- 
drop for lovely floral plantings. 

The camellia parterre contains, in addi- 
tion to numerous specimens of Camellia 
japonica, many fine plants of C. sasan- 
qua. Mountain laurel, sweet olives, 
hydrangeas, hibiscus, allamandas. crape- 
myrtles and gardenias grow without 
number. An immense rose garden con- 
tributes much to the beauty and charm 
of the planting. In every direction there 
is a different vista of rare beauty, each 
with a charm of its own. 

Next stop on our garden pilgrimage 
will be at Jungle Gardens at Avery 
Island, Louisiana, underneath which lies 
a huge salt deposit several miles in 
depth. This garden is located less than 
an hour’s drive south from Lafayette,
